Women and Boards of Educatjon.

The Brooklyn lady who writea to ua to-
day in oriticlsm of our recont remarks on
the blll providing for the appolntment of
women Bohool Commissioners, thinks that
womeon have qualifications for such publie
functions which men do not posseas. Men,
she says, bring to the managomoent of the
schouol system nocessary * knowledge of
business, finance, and all large matters:"
but women are * botter ealoulated to look
afterd’ *tho heating, ventilation, and gen-
eral sanitary condition of the school
bulldings, and other endless detalls.”

If that ba so, women should be appolntad
to Boards of Eduoation in numbers suf-
ficlent to enable them to exercise the au-
thority to which thelr pecullar capacities
entitle them. Under the bill In discussion
they are placed In a powerless minority of
one-fifth of the Boards. Mayor HrwiTT
appolnted two or three very intelligent,
very earnoet, very oonscientious, and re-
markably capable women to the New York
Board of Educatlon. Nelther in Brooklyn
nor New York can woman more competent
be found, yet thers Is no record that they
exercised any perceptible influence in the
matters of which our correspondent says
women have a pecullar mastery.

It may be questioned, morover, whather
women have a peculiar fitnoas for hyglenlo
regulation. In thesodaya that isa dopart-
ment of solence for which a speclal train-
ing 18 requlsite. A woman may be
doserving of all honor and venera-
tion “as & mother and homekeepor,'
*“learned In the nursery and the sick-
room," but unless she has beon trained asa
sanitary engincor, she {8 not lkoely to have
any valuable practical judgment concern-
ing the * hoaling, ventilation, and general
panitary condition of the school bulldinga.”
Bha must go to & man of expert knowledge
to get advice and direction ns to those mat-
tors. Hyglenlo rogulation, too, I8 one of
tho many business detalls whosa manage-
ment requires the business tralning pos-
egessed by men rather than women,

The maln polnt of the article to which
our correspondont refers, however, was
thot if womon are to be put on Boards
of Education, their appointment should
not be an empty compliment. They
should be numerous enough among the
Commissioners to eonable them to de-
monstrato thelr capacity for the fanc-
tion. Inoreasing thelr number to fourin
tho New York Board would be of no use, ro
far as that goes. Four women Commis-
sloners out of twenty In all, would bave
no more powar than two. The masocu-
Iine majority would know that on them
rested the responsibility for the maopage-
ment of the schools, and thelr will con-
sequently would govern. They would be
civil and conslderate to their feminine
oolleagues, but they would follow their
own Judgment, and practically nand
nnturally the women would yleld to them.
There would bLe formal feminine repre-
sontation in the Board, but the actual
feminine Influenco would be nothing. The
policy would be masculine only.

1f, then, it is deslrable for the schools
thot they should coms under the moulding
feminine Influence, and not bLe left under
tho control of men solely, women should
demand and recolve representation in the
Boards of Eduoatlpn sufllclent to. enable
them to enforce thelr views, Putting them
in a minority of one-fl{th casts & reflection
on thelr fitness, which our correspondent
should resent accordingly as a pretended
concession that really expresscs Inasou-
lino distrust of feminine gqualiflcation for
the busipess,

Thoe Floating Island In the Atlantioe.

Unless the lalest news of the drifting
{sland in the Atlantle haa falled to reach
us, nothing has boen heard of the remnark-
able mass of earth, roots, and verdure since
it was slghted on September 19 lnst. At that
time this Lit of the New World seemed des-
tlued toadd a trifle to the area of the Old.
1t was fur north and east, and, consldering
its limited experience In navigation, was
moking good progress toward Europe, It
is probable, however, that the October
storms tore it to pieces and seattored ils
fragmentls over tho oconn floor.

Bevernl months ago Tur Sux prioted
some Information about thls romarkable
salior. Roports as Lo its size, printed soon
ofter its discovery, ecem to hiave been ex-
nggoratod. The moss was sald to have an
arena of about two acres, Wo have no rea-
son to belleve, howevor, that It was seen
bofors July 95, when It appoared to bo
nearly square in outline, with s length of
about a hundred and ten foot on each side,
which would give It an area of less than a
third of an acre, At that time It wus near-
ly ln the loogitude of the Bermudns and
tho latitude of Wilmington, Del. It waain
tho centre of the Gulf Stream, a mass of
earth thickly covered with troploal grass
and bushes, whose roots apparently held it
togothor. Tho mass was elovated above
thy general level, In one part, until the
bushes thut erowned It were Lhirty feet
abova the sea, 1t was in plaln view at a
distanee of seven miles,

Nearly n month later the floating island
was soen ngaln, It was August 26, and the
Grulf Stream had carrled It a little north of
the latitude of Boston. It was south of
Newfoundland, was approaching the Grand
lianks, and wna in the track of trausat-
Iantie truvel, More than two weeks later,
on Beptomber 18 aud 14, two vessels came
soross the wanderer, There waa a hoavy
sea, and the travellor from the tropics was
having o hard time of it, The floating mass
was not, however, demolished by the
violence of the waves, for it was
seon agoln on  Beptomber 19. It waas
then in the lstitude of Capes Breton
lsland, was mnorthwest of the Azores,
and almost in mwid-ocean, It has not been
reported sinoce, and probably falled to reach
Europe. From tho first to thoe lnst reports,
this waif from tropical Amerlea certainly
travelled 1,075 miles, and its total journey
may have been at loast twice that distance,

Floatiog Islands are not a novalty, Iarts
of large river banks, particularly within
the troples, are sometimes torn away, car-
rylug not only a great masa of vegetation,
but also Insects and reptiles, hundreds of
miles down stream. These floating mnsses
Are & vory common oecurrencs In the river
Plato of South Amerlea. Floating lslands
are also observed at sea now and thes, but
we are put awaro that thoy have ever bLo-
fore boen reported at so great a distance
from land, or that they have beon found
hitherto in the northern track of trans-
atlantic commerce, The leland whose
progress over the ocean has just beon
traced for s remarkable distance, suggests
an idea thiat is of great luterest to geogra-
phers and geologlsts,

Tho fact that many close or eomplete re-

Houses instead of two orders within st
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blauces were found to sxist betwesn the

foasil and living flora and fauna of parts
of the earth that arve separated by great
oceans, hna long been regarded as ovi-
dence that these widely severed reglons
were once connected by A land bridge
which, in the course of time, sank beneath
thosen. It i well known that seads en-
closod In shells not easily punetrable may
float in ocean currents for many hundreds
of miles and prodace their kind on the
foreign shorea they reach; but sclentifie
men bave not been able to see how Iand
animals and many varioties of plants, most
of them now known only ns fosalls, could
bo identically the same or very closely
allied in regions severed by wide soas un-
less these reglons wers once connected by
a land bridge.

We have now undoubted proof that a 1t
tie spock of land, torn from somo coast or
river bank, erdtwned with vegetable If not
atimal life, has driftod half way soross the
ocoan. It seoms reasonnblo to supposa that
floating lslands, some of them many timos
largor than the laland we have described,
may have played an Important partin the
distributlon of spocies with which they
have not generally been credited.

Libraries in Unfrequentsd Corners.

A ciroulating library, whoso books are
sont to subsaoribers, from lsland to island, is
a new feature of life In the Pacific. Books
aro not numerous in the island groups.
There are white men who seldom seo an-
other white face or a book from year to
year to remind them of the clvilization they
have left behind. The British Consul at
Apla says there are Englishmen among the
islands who mlmost forget thelr mother
tongua from long disuse.

A yoar ago the foreigners living in Samoa
startod a circulating lbrary. Mr. RoBeBT
Lovis Srrvexsox and others contributed
many books. Mora were purchased, and a
collection of 1,300 volumea was got together.
Tho books are now golng to subscribera on
islands over plxty miles from Apia; and if
the lbrary eould, In justice to all, per-
mit its books to be away from the shelves
for silx months at a tlme, it would
have subsoribers in {slands that are hun-
dreds of mileas away, whose only com-
munleation with Bamoa Ia through the pe-
rlodical visits of small trading schooners.
Many men in these out-of-the-way places
are anxious to enjoy the advantagea of the
library; but the income which it hns does
not vet suffice to buy many new books, and
the volumes ennnot bespared for long terma.

As tho lbrary s ambitious to extend its
{nfluence to ialands far away, an appeal for
books has been sent to England in its be-
half. Novels, works of aclence and history,
and school books are all in demand, pro-
vided thoy aro bound in cloth or leather.
They have discovered In Apla that paper-
covered volumes are not well adapted for
the wear and tear of a lendiug library.

Another appeal for books withh which a
pathetio story is connected, has recently
renched the civilized world from Central
Africa. In Lake Nvassa s Lukoma Island,
contsining only twelve square milles, but
more densely populated than most places
in Europe, thern belng nearly 220 persons
to the square mile. Misslonaries have lived
there for several years, and not a few of
the natives now read and write.

An Interesting transformation has re-
cently been golng on in Lukoma. Huls of
wattle, earth, and straw have begun to give
place to bulldings of stone and brick. One
of the flrst substantial bulldings started
was to hold the fine library of the Univer-
slties Misalons. Unfortunately, beforo the
bLuilding was completod, a fire stoarted in
the straw-roofed part of the station, and
the 1,500 volumes of tho mission were de-
stroyed, Nearly all the books the mission-
aries had accumulated for thelr entertaln-
ment and improvament In benighted Africa
wera lost. Now they are appealing for
books. They are hupgry for cyclopmdias,
works of sclence, grammars and diction-
arles of Greek, Latin, Arabic, Hebrew,
French, and Portuguese; books of travel,
and standard fletion, poetry, and history.

All who love the best thoughts of the
greatest minds, and who find on book
sholves many of their best nnd most help-
ful friends, will keenly sympathize with
the handful of educated white men in the
dopths of dark Africa, upon whom the loas
of thelr books has fallen with the force of a
polguant bereavement,
